IV  Exhibits  of  fresh  eggs  (12)  produce  of  the  exhibitor's  fowls,  attrac- 
tively arranged,  with  name  of  variety  that  laid  them,  may  be  entered  in  two 
classes  ^white  and  brown)  at  the  open  class  entry  fee,  and  prizes  will  be 
awarded  Similar  prizes  will  be  awarded  for  the  heaviest  and  best  display  of 
dressed  turkeys,  geese,  ducks  and  fowls  of  either  sex  hatched  in  1893,  (pluck- 
ed and  drawn,  with  legs  and  head  left  on)  delivered  at  show  Wednesday 
evening  or  before  9  o'clock  on  Thursday  morning.
